Woodside will be the first 
community in San Mateo Coun- 
ty to launch a medical self- 
help program now being push- 
ed throughout the nation as a 
civil defense and disaster mea- 
sure. 

The kick-off for the “Opera- 
tion One in Four’ program 
will be an informal meeting 
for the public next Wednesday 
at 8 p.m. in the multi-purpose 
room of the Woodside Ele- 
mentary School. 

Spearheading the program 
is Mrs. Edward G. Russell, 
whose aim is to make Wood- 
side the pilot within the 
pilot study designated for 
the San Mateo County Uni- 
fied Disaster and Civil De- 
fense Area. 

On display at the meeting 
will be a civil defense first 
aid station and a teaching kit 
to be used in an eight-week 
course beginning in Woodside 
on Tuesday, April 9. 

The classes will be held on 
consecutive Tuesdays from 8 
to 10 p.m. in the Woodside 
School library. 

On completion of the non- 
fee course, students will re- 
ceive medical self-help and Red 
Cross first aid certificates.

It’s also possible to lead a 
life that’s a little too simple 
if your quest for the primitive | 
gets you far enough into the 
woods so that you get snow- 
bound.

She and her husband jour- 
neyed to their family cabin 
near Oroville March 13 to 
water some fruit trees set 
out a couple of weeks before. 
The sun set in clear weather. 

The Malcolms had intended 


but the aspect outside the next 
day changed their plans; there 


was a foot of snow on the 
ground. 

Things didn’t mprove, either. 
There was more snow Thurs- 
day and by Friday, when it 
stopped, the Malcolm’s truck 
was bogged in three feet of 
the white stuff and there was 
no sign of the road, even if the 
Malcolms had wanted to try to 
follow it. 

SPRING APPEARS 

To make matters worse, Mrs. 
Malcolm reports, a spring sud- 
denly appeared in the front 
yard of the cabin. Right under 
where the truck was parked, 
in fact. So the truck sank 
deeper. 

It was pretty apparent by this 
time that the four-day food 
supply was going to have to 
last longer than that. 

The Malcolms had a rifle and 
shotgun with them, too, and it 
seemed advisable to try to hunt 
for food, during the remaining 
days of their enforced stay. 

“We saw a deer once,” Mrs. 
Malcolm says, and there were

some pigeons around. But most 
of the animals were hybernat- 
ing so we didn’t get any fresh 
meat that way. 

What the couple — and 
their miniature poodle Pierre 
—had to last them nine days 
was: 

A box of biscuit mix, two 
cans of condensed milk, half a 
pound of bacon, two packages 
of breakfast steaks, a slice of 
ham, a large can of spaghetti 
and meat balls, two cans of 
beans, three cans of peas, two 
cans of corn and two cans of 
string beans, plus two heads of 
lettuce and four tomatoes. 
Also, there was coffee. 

Monday, the couple’s daugh- 
ter, Marion, 19, who was at 
home at 2091 Camino a los Cer- 
ros, got worried. She called the 
Rush Creek Ranger Station.

Are Ordered 


Two firms have received con- 
tracts totaling over $1,000,000 
to produce the first 144 super- 
power klystron amplifier tubes 
for the world’s biggest electron 
accelerator, being built here. 

After invited bidding Stan- 
ford University awarded con- 
tracts for 72 tubes each to Ra- 
dio Corporation of America’s 
Electron Tube Div., Lancaster, 
‘Pa, and to Sperry Gyroscope 
Co., Great Neck, N. Y. 

The 24million-watt amplifi- 
er tubes will help power the 
$114,000,000 two-mile-long at- 
om smasher now under con- 
struction at the Stanford Line- 
ar Accelerator Center off Sand 
Hill Road. Government-financ- 
ed under a contract with the 
U.S. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, it will be the largest ma- 
chine ever built for fundamen- 
tal research purposes. 
Deliveries of the first tubes 
under the two klystron con- 
tracts are scheduled within the 
year. Stanford awarded previ- 
ous contracts to Sperry and 
RCA in 1960 for development

Objections by land owners 
representing 25 per cent of the 
property involved weren’t suf- 
ficient to dissuade the Menlo 
Park City Council from em- 
barking on a street lighting 
improvement project Tuesday 
night. . 

They overruled the protests 
and set the legal machinery in 
operation for the improvement 
district, which will cover 75 
properties in the subdivision 
area just southeast of Flood 
Park. 

At a hearing originally op- 
ened a month ago, upwards 
of 40 per cent of the land 
was being voted against the 
district formation. 

It became apparent Tuesday 

night, however, that a number 
of residents had changed their 
minds after learning that the 
city would (1) equalize assess- 
ments for all property at $150 
and (2) seek installation of 12- 
foot light standards rather than 
tall metal electroliers or wood 
ligt poles. 
Leroy N. Moore, 1026 Del 
Norte Ave., was the only vocal 
protester Tuesday night and 
said he wanted to contest the 
city’s percentage-of-protest fig- 
ure. 

The council heard him out 
but did not undertake a review 
of the percentage. 

It had been worked out by 
City Manager John R. John- 
son, City Engineer Edwin 
Smith and James T. Norton, 
an attorney representing a 
law firm which specializes in 
assessment districts. 

The city council approved 
the $10,282.50 low bid of Bay 
Area Electric Corp. and then 
authorized Smith to work out 
a change order for the con- 
tract.

The number of books 
per capita held by public li- 
braries has declined to the 
level of 1921. 

PRESSURE 
According to Virginia Ross, 
San Mateo county librarian,

At the same time, the cur- 
rent scientific and techno- 
logical revolution and acceler- 
ated educational programs have 
placed unprecedented demands 
upon libraries’ book collections 
and information services. 

Thousands of people in the 
state have no library service at 
all; many more have inade- 
quate service. The following 
figures, released by Miss Ross, 
reflect the situation in the 
county: 

Total volumes per capita in 
public libraries in the county 
dropped from 2.029 in 1940 to 
1.355 in 1960. 

Employees (in terms of num- 
ber of full time equivalent em- 
ployees per 10,000 population) 
dropped from 3.9 in 1940 to 
3.1 in 1960. 

Operating expenditure per 
capita in terms of constant 
dollar purchasing power in- 
creased slightly—from $2.021 

in 1940 to $2.317 in 1960. 

Says Miss Ross: “The picture 
is similar throughout the Bay 
Area and the state as a whole. 
We are trying to meet space 
age needs, with libraries ham- 
pered by services suitable to 
the horseless carriage dec- 
ades.” 

Librarians and library users 
all over the state have become 
increasingly concerned over 
these problems. As early as 
1953 the California Library 
Association developed and es- 
tablished minimum standards 
of public library services, 
based in part upon those of the 
American Library Association. 

During the years 1955, 1956, 
and 1957 studies of library 
problems were made by a sub- 
committee of the Assembly In- 
terim Committee on Education. 
This resulted in the establish- 
ment in 1957 of a California 
Public Library commission, ap- 
pointed by Governor Goodwin 
Knight “to study library prob- 
lems in California.” 

The study was completed in 
1959 and a report and recom- 
mendations were filed.

New Bicycle Safety Program 
Tried at Fremont School

“Financial support should be 
given public libraries by the 
state government only after a 
reasonable effort at local sup- 
port has proven inadequate. 
DETAILS 

“The plan envisions a four- 
level library network: 

“1, The Community Library 
is the most important service 
outlet and should be accessible 
to every citizen, but it is essen- 
tial that this limited entity be 
affiliated with the resources of 
a larger system. (Menlo Park 
Library is a truly community 
library, according to Morales. 
Forty per cent of the card 
holders resides in the fringe 
areas outside the city in Ath- 
erton, and in Portola Valley, 
Ladera and other unincorpo- 
rated areas east and west of 
town.)

Sequoia Board Arrives 


At Defensible Decision 


The Sequoia High School District board of trustees last 
week made its decision regarding attendance area boun- 
daries between Menlo-Atherton and Ravenswood High 
schools, solving, for the time being, the problem of how to 
distribute pupils for good classroom loading. 


The word “good” is used, rather than “best,” because 
there are many who remain critical of the decision. The 
phrase, “for the time being,” is added because experience 
has shown that attendance area boundaries in a dynamic- 
ally growing area are subject to change. 

Impossibility of making a decision acceptable to 
all parties interested in the problem was obvious. Dur- 
ing the months of heated debate, no compromise pro- 
posal found united support. 


At one extreme of the dispute were the “idealists” 
who felt that students from various areas of the Sequoia 
district should be transported to schools elsewhere in order 
to achieve a “better ethnic balence” regardless of cost . 


At the other extreme were the frankly prejudiced who 
just don’t want their children mingling with members of 
racial minorities. 

Caught somewhere in the middle were the unfortunate 
parents who merely reacted normally to the shock of being 
told “their” high school, to which their community loyaltias 
were bound, was not to be their high school after all. 

The decision made by the trustees, if one accepts 
the fact that it could not possibly be universally popu- 
lar, is we feel the best, middle-of-road decision they 
could make, because it is at least defensible logically.— 
and perhaps the only one defensible on the grounds of 
consistency with past campaign promises. 

These same trustees have many times asked for public 
funds with which to build classrooms. They have promised 
that the funds would be economically expended and that 
existing classrooms would be put to efficient use. 

We believe that whether or not we like their action, 
they can at least argue that it is in line with those promises. 

Meantime, some unwarranted and critical things have 
been said about Ravenswood High School and its curricu- 
lum —things that can do nothing but detract from the 
public image of the school. 

We know and have worked with the administra- 
tors and faculty of the school. They have our highest 
respect. 

We have reported on the activities of the students at 
the school and have been in contact with them in a news- 
gathering capacity, and we find them truly a wonderful 
group — as good a group of youngsters as the student body 
of any high school we know. 

Bitterness is natural in the emotionally-charged climate 
of such a debate as we have recently witnessed. And it is 
hard to unsay unkind words. But insofar as it is possible, we 
hope the bitterness can be forgotten.

Mile and a Half Limit 
Has Virtues, Drawbacks 


Recent issues of the Recorder have carried letters re- 
garding alleged encroachments on the mile and a half 
“dry zone” surrounding college campuses in the state which 
have substantial numbers of students in residence. In this 
area, the law affects Stanford campus in particular. 


Without taking an editorial stand for or against such 
“dry” zones, a few observations might be in order. 


The law was put into effect in the early 1900's, before 
the automobile became the accepted mode of transportation. 


If a college student fell before the attractions offered by 
John Barleycorn, it was at least likely that his horse would 
carry him back to the dorntitory without menace to the 
public at large. If our tippling student used a bicycle for 
transportation, he’d have to have at least a modicum of 
balance left if he was to return to campus at all. 


Nowadays, since the advent of the automobile, the 
business of travelling a mile and a half seems a lot 
easier than it used to be —but it’s fraught with greater 
hazards. An automobile becomes a deadly weapon when 
not under exact control — that is to say, under the control 
of an individual whose judgment, reactions and coordina- 
tion have been attenuated through the use of strong waters. 
It can be a menace to the driver as well. 


The records of the highway patrol and the Menlo 
Park Police Department are well provided with reports 
of accidents involving autos driven by students returning 
from the beer halls of Portola Valley. 


If we're safety-minded, then, the sensible thing to do 
would be to place bars and taverns as close to the drinkers 
as possible, so they won't have to menace the public and 
themselves while getting home from their favorite spas. 

If we think along these lines, we should all agree that 
the bars should be on the campuses. 

College students aren’t the only drinking members of 
society, though, so if we’re going all-out on this safety binge, 
we'd better scatter all of our bars and taverns in a random 
manner throughout the residential areas of the state. After 
all, most drinkers live in houses and we want to make the 
trip home from the saloon a short one. 

The old mile and a half “dry” limit may be demon- 
stratably obsolete. It is impossible to show that it kept any 
student from drinking if he was of legal age and really 
wanted to embibe and had an automobile to carry him to 
and from a source of supply. 


On the other hand, the “scientific random scattering” 
of beer joints and bars is probably unacceptable, too.

Affairs of State: 


School Financing Is Big State Pro

School finance will probably 
be a top problem at sessions 
of our California Legislature 
for generations to come. It’s 
certainly a major topic at our 
current gathering, one which 
will require much of our time. 

Support of our public school 
system comes primarily from 
two sources, state funds and 
local funds. The population ex- 
plosion of the past 15 years 
which necessitated enormous 
expansion in our school facili- 
ties has strained both sources 
to the breaking point. One of 
our censtant tasks in this area 
has been to match resources 
as closely as possible to needs, 

During the interim since 
our last regular session, con- 
siderable interest has been 


directed to the increasing dif- 
ficulty local school districts 
have been experiencing in se- 
curing voter approval of new 
bond issues. 

The State Constitution re- 
quires a two-thirds vote to se- 
cure approval of a school bond 
issue. A considerable number 
of issues submitted have failed 
to receive this proportion of 
favorable votes, even though 


they did get a majority or more 


of those cast. 

An Assembly constitutional 
amendment proposing to lower 
the percentage of votes requir- 
ed for approval of a school 
bond issue to 60 per cent has 
been introduced in this session. 
Recently it was heard by the 
Assembly Education Commit- 


tee, and was sent to the floor 
with a favorable recommenda- 
tion for passage. 

If it receives the two-thirds 
approval of the members of 
both houses, it will appear on 
the ballot at the next general 
election for voter considera- 
tion. 

The record shows that in 
1960-61, there were 249 school 
bond issues submitted to vot- 
ers in California, calling for 
$470 million in bonds. Of these, 
73 per cent were approved for 
$366 million. Twenty-one of the 
defeated issues got more than 
60 per cent, but less than 66% 
per cent of the votes cast. 

In 1961-62, the percentage 
of issues approved fell to 57 
per cent, for $174 out of $470 
million. Thirty-seven defeat- 
ed issues received between 
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60 per cent and the required 
two-thirds of the vote cast. 

One of the most difficult fac- 
tors in the school cost situation 
to deal with has been construc- 
tion of new classrooms to house 
the ever-growing enrollments 
in elementary and high schools, 
and junior colleges. ; 

Soon after the end of the 
war it became apparent that 
many school districts could not 
finance needed new construc- 
tion through bonds. The stand- 
ard statutory limit of five per 
cent of assessed value on such 
bonds simply would not pro- 
duce enough money for the 
building requirements of some 
districts. 

During our past few sessions, 
much legislative attention has 
been paid to this matter of 
school construction costs and 
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how best to pay for them. Some 
study has been given to the ad- 
visability of increasing the stat- 
utory limit on bonds for imdi- 
vidual districts from five per 
cent to 10 per cent of assessed 
valuation, but no action was 
taken. Other ideas have also 
been reviewed. 

To aid “impoverished” dis- 
tricts, the Legislature passed, 
and the voters approved the 
first of a series of bond issues 
for construction loans to school 
districts which had nearly ex- 
hausted their own bonding ca- 
pacity, and still needed funds 
for new classrooms. 

So far, a total of $1.335 bil- 
licn of such bonds have been 
okehed, but it seems likely fu- 
ture proposals for the same 
purpose may be submitted to 
the voters.

TELLS US: 


Last week, there arrived at 
the San Francisco zoo an 800- 
pound female hippopotamus, 
flown in from the Philadelphia 
200. 
Enthuses the San Francisco 
Zoological Society: 

“Puddles, our male bachelor 
hippopotamus, will welcome 
his sight unseen bride in the 
pachyderm quarters. Puddles 
was born in the San Diego Zoo 
in 1935 and so it is time his 
lonely days should be over. . . 

“The word ‘Hippopotamus’ 
comes from the Greek and lit- 
erally means ‘river horse.” The 
Hippopotamus family contajns 
just the Common Hippo and 
the Pygmy Hippo. 

“A hippo will weigh up to 
four tons, and stand four and 
one-half feet at the shoulder. 
Its head and body length may 
come to 12 feet, and the tail 
is another foot long. Except 
for a few bristly hairs on the 
nose, head, and tail, the animal 
is naked. Its skin is thick and 
dark brownish in color. Next 
to the whale, the hippo has the 
largest mouth of any mammal. 

“A hippo is more active than 
is generally supposed. It can 
run on land as fast as a man 
and even gallop at a consider- 
able speed. 

“The hippo can float like a 
log or sink like ballast and run 
along the bottom of a lake at 
eight miles an hour. It gener- 
ally submerges for about two 
minutes at a time, but it can 
stay under water for as long as 
thirty minutes at a time. The 
valve-like nostrils close when 
the animal dives; as it sur- 
faces, they open with a loud 
snort and a fine, moist spray 
is expelled a foot high. When 
a hippo sports at night, its 
blowings and snortings can be 
heard at a considerable dis- 
tance. During the daytime, in 
Africa, the animal sleeps on 
sand or among thick beds of 
reeds. Hippos frequently bask 
in the sunshine on the lakes 
and rivers.”

Municipal Report: 


‘Managing News: 


On the national level, elected 
public officials and adminis- 
trative functionaries have been 
under fire of late, accused of 
“cynically managing the news.” 

It’s alleged by the critics 
that press officials of the na- 
tional government (including 
the Pentagon) use just about 
every trick in the book to grab 
space and make themselves 
sound good, including grant- 
ing “exclusive interviews’ to 
favored reporters and classify- 
ing news of misfeasances as 
“secret.” 

Grant that a certain amount 
of this probably goes on in the 
federal government; grant also 
that most of the techniques 
were pioneered by, and learn- 
ed from, private business. 

Next, admit that nobody 
likes to admit mistakes or 
stupidities and that the ad- 
missive statement, “I was 
wrong,” is one of the hardest 
three syllables in the langu- 
age, to pronounce. 

Consider, then: If the news 
is managed on the national 
government level as well as by 
business, isnt it likely that it 
would be managed, also, on the 
county and municipal level? 

And if this so, what is the 
public’s defense against hav- 


ing its tax money wasted or 
misused? 

Fortunately for residents of 
Menlo Park, San Mateo county, 
they have the defense that 
most of their public employees 
— from administrators and 
elected officials down — are 
basically honest. 

Most are good “community 
men;” they don’t take the 
jobs because they plan to 
enrich themselves with un- 
der-the -table dealings or 
with preferential lawmaking 
in their own behalf. 

There are exceptions, of 
course. One county coroner 
of years ago was found by the 
grand jury to have misappro- 
priated about $40,000 and a few 
years back one supervisor, who 

was also a large landowner, 
got himself quoted as saying 
that membership on the board 
gave him a chance to watch 
over and stimulate the value of 
his land better than could be 
done from any other vantage 
point. 

Newspaper reporters, in the 
main, are quick to jump on 
seeming instances of “waste” 
or “high cost.” So are taxpay- 
ers, who have available to them 
the official budgets of all pub- 
lic agencies. 


Hard to Avoid 


This is known by most pub- 
lie officials, so they try to run 
economical operations. 

Spokesmen for public agen- 
cies aren’t trained “managers 
of news” but like everybody 
else, they have trouble utter- 
ing those three short words 
mentioned above as a difficult 
quotation. 

Newspapermen and mem- 
bers of the public at large 
can sympathize; the road de- 
partment head who has a 
truck break down unexpect- 
edly, because it turned out 
to be one of those which 
could be described as a “lem- 
on,” isn’t any more likely to 
proclaim the fact from the 
rooftop than is the newspa- 
per reporter whose type- 
writer turned out to be a bad 
buy, or the housewife whose 


washing machine broke 
down. 
Police officials have the 


same problem. It’s difficult to 
rhapsodize enthusiastically ov- 
er the arrest that wasn’t made, 
or the crime that wasn’t solved. 

The police have a legal de- 
defense against having to wash 
such dirty linen in public, 
though. Information gleaned in 
an investigation may be kept 
out of the newspapers if it may 
lead to an arrest and if its 


disclosure might alert a suspect 
to the fact that somebody’s 
looking for him. 

At best, this can mean a 
newspaper reporter will get 
the full story, with advice from 
the police that he might mess 
things up by reporting too 
much. At worst, it can mean 
that the reporting police offi- 
cer won’t even mention the 
fact that a crime has been 
committed, on the basis that if 
a bandit knows he’s being 
sought, he’ll hide. 

Fortunately for residents 
of this area, the police de- 
partments generally follow 
the former course. Usually, 
newspapermen cooperate. 
They too have stories that 
can’t yet be written, because 
they haven’t fully devel- 
oped. 

Maybe, on the national level, 
the news is being “managed.” 

Maybe it’s being managed on 
the local level too. 

But if it is being managed 
on the local level, it’s being 
done subconsciously, not be- 
because of “policy” but be 
cause we’re all fallible human . 

cings subject to being snared 
by pride and vanity. 

After all, we all want to look 
good in the eyes of others, 
don’t we?

Traffic Problem Could Strangle Industrial Growth 


A prominent San Mateo 
County industry executive and

Dolwig Calls 
For More 
Judges in County 


State Senator Richard J. 
Dolwig of Atherton has intro- 
duced a bill which proposes 
two additional Superior Court 
judges for San Mateo county, 
he reported this week from 
Sacramento. 

His bill followed the submis- 
sion of a special report show- 
ing that the crowding of court 
calendars in San Mateo county 
“is rapidly reaching the criti- 
cal state.” 

If passed, Dolwig’s bill 
would bring the number of Su- 
perior Court judges in the 
county to nine. 

The special report was pre- 
pared by the judicial council 
of California. 

The report shows that San 
Mateo county has the highest 
number of personal injury fil- 
ings (121 per judge) in all the 
counties used in a comparison 
of judicial loading. 

“With more than 500,000 
residents now in the county, 
and a year-long wait for a case 
to come to trial, two additional 
judges are a necessity,” Dol- 
wig said.

Jerome Flax, president, said 
that licensing agreements have 
been concluded or are in pro- 
cess for most commercial uses. 
As examples, Flax cited the 
RusSer Co., of San Francisco, 
the exclusive licensee in the 
food and drug field, and which 
in collaboration with the Filper 
Corp. has recently concluded 
demonstrations of the process 
for printing on apples and po- 
tatoes in Yakima, Washington. 

The newly-patented process 
involves screening dry ink par- 
ticles instead of wet ink onto 
the material to be printed. The 
ink particles are attracted to 
the object or surface by an 
electrically charged backing 
plate. The design or image to 
be printed forms the other elec- 
trode plate in the system. 
PERMANENT 

The ink particles are then 
fused permanently on the sur- 
face by heat or chemicat treat- 
ment. 

The equipment involved is 
simple lightweight compared 
with conventional printing 
presses. The new process elimi- 
nates normal drying time re- 
quirements; eliminates need 
for expensive chemical treat- 
ment of paper or other sur- 
faces now used to improve ink 
receptivity; and makes it pos- 
sible to print on both sides of 
paper—or burlap, for that mat- 
ter—simultaneously. 

But the key to the broad 
application possibilities of 
electrostatic printing lies in 
the fact that, unlike all con- 
ventional processes, no phy- 
sical contact is necessary be- 
tween the printing plate and 
the surface to be printed. 

“This means,” Flax said, 
“that we can print on almost 
any object or surface you can 
think of. Variations in size and 
shape or roughness aren’t a 
problem. We can achieve full 
color reproduction on eggshells 
or plastic containers, on metal 
cans or corrugated cardboard.” 

In addition to conventional 
printing operations, the firm 
expects to expand the horizons 
of printing to wholly new areas. 
“Printing drug names and dos- 
ages on uncoated pills is a job 
conventional methods can’t 
handle,” Flax said. “This new 
process can do it safely and 
economically.” Research and 
development work is continu- 
ing at Stanford Research Insti- 
tute, at the Electrostatic Print- 
ing Corporation’s Laboratories, 
and by licensees of the pro- 
cess.

A strong bid for multiple 
foreign language instruction 
in California's public grade 
schools has been made this 
week in Portola Valley, site 
of a pilot program in French, 
German and Spanish. 

Contmued study and devel- 
opment of the tri-lingual pro- 
gram in the Portola Valley 
School District was requested 
last week by Dr. Elizabth Stein- 
ke, the program's director. 

In asking an extension of 
the program through the 1964- 
65 school year, Dr. Steinke told 
the school board that it shows 
“pretty good achievement on 
the whole.”

Proposed Trail 


San Mateo County’s present 
system of hiking and riding 
trails can be vastly improved 
and expanded if the State legis- 
lature makes some changes in 
the law governing the state- 
wide system. 

This was the view expressed 
by George M. Dean of Hillsbor- 
ough at a recent meeting of 
the San Mateo County Hiking | 
and Riding Trails Committee 
at the courthouse in Redwood 
City. 

Dean, newly-appointed chair- 
man of the Committee, called 
for widespread support of a 
bill which would give the 
State Department of Parks and 
Recreation the right of emi- 
nent domain to obtain trail 


| rights of way. Such a bill soon 


will be considered by legisla- 
ture, Dean said. 

The 26-member County 
| Trails Committee unanimously 


| endorsed the legislative pro 


posal. Committee membership 
includes representatives of the 
| Boy Scouts, Girls Scouts, Camp | 
| Fire Girls, Sierra Club, 
| County Horsemen’s Associa-| 
tion and other groups inter- 
ested in hiking and riding fa- 
cilities. 

Dean said the bill would re- 
peal a section of the State Re- 
sources Code which prevents 
the State Park Department 
from exercising the right of 
eminent domain. He blamed 


| this lack of power as the main 


factor in the lagging state 
trails program. He said the 
program’s progress has been 
disappointing in spite of the 
fact that 18 years have passed 
and nearly $800,000 spent since 
} the state authorized a 3,000- 
mile statewide network.

Bulbs Provide 


To Brighten the Summertime 


Some of the nicest things | 
that happen in a garden in 
summer come from bulbs. Be- 
gonias, cannas, dahlias and gla- 
diolus are all candidates for | 
bloom during the warm 
months and if you plnat them 
now you can ejoy them to the 
full. 

The most exotic of these is 
the tuberous begonia in its 
myriad of forms and colors. 
Tender beauties, begonias look 
as though they belong in a 
greenhouse. However, they do| 
well in shaded borders and 
beds or in pots, where they can 
be moved around as the need 
for color arises. 

Sink pots full of blooming 
tuberous begonias in the 
ground to fill in color-bare 
spots. Handled this way, they 
also ean be removed and used 
on deck or terrace when you | 
entertain. 

Begonias are available for 
planting in three different 
ways. The tubers still may be 
purchased, though supplies of 
these are dwindling in nurser- 
jes. Tubers should be planted 
in flats or peat moss, leaf mold 
and a little sand until their 
tops have sprouted and devel- 
oped leaves. When they are 
about three inches high, trans- 
plant them to the garden or to 
pots. 

Alse available are tubers al- 
ready started in containers for 
easy transplanting to your gar- 
den. The third way you'll find 
begonias is in seedling form. 
By April, supplies of begonia 

i are available. They 


Give tuberous begonias part 
shade. They don’t like heavy 
shade and fail to develop 
strong growth or bloom when 

in it. An acid, well 
drained soil is best and feed- 
ing with liquid fish at about 
three-week intervals is recom- 
mended. 

Cannas too are wonderfully 
colorful additions to the sum- 
mer garden, being at their best 
in the warmest areas of the 
state. You see good plantings | 
of them in some gardens near | 
the coast, however, proving 
that they do well in almost ev- | 
ery section of California. Along | 
the coast, plant them in full | 
sun. 

Cannas have many uses in 
tthe garden. Like the gladiolus, | 
which they faintly resemble at | 
first glance, they can be used | 
en masse in beds. Being tall, 
they also are good subjects for 
the rear of a sunny border. 
Don’t string them ovt in bor- 
ders, but clump them far best 
effect. Color selection is limit- | 
ed largely to pinks, reds, oran- | 
ges and yellows, though a white | 
form is available too. 

A bulb which really puts on} 
a show from summer into fall | 
is the dahlia. Available in ma- | 
ny forms, from small pompons | 
to large platter-size giants, the | 
dahlia produces until frost cuts | 
it short. For general garden | 
use the smaller dahlias are} 
probably best, but every gar-| 
dener owes himself att least a | 
few of the tall, exhibition vari- | 
eties. | 

Dahlia tubers should be) 
planted about six inches deep | 
and taller varieties should have | 
stakes set beside the tubers | 
when they are planted. Dwarf) 
bedding dahlias are available | 
in nursery flats and should be 
used just ag you might use pe 
tunias or other annuals for 
masses of color in beds

ed frequently before. Of all 
the summer blooming bulbs 
these are probably the most 
popular -—- and deservedly so. 
As garden subjects they pro-| 
vide brilliant splashes of color 
over a period of several months 
and as cut flowers for 
house they have no equals. 
Florists long ago discovered 
how popular they were in this 
respect. 

There is nothing easier to 
grow than a gladiolus, nor any-

Allied Sis Guild is a landmark in 
Menlo Park — recalling as it does Cali- 
fornia’s Spanish heritage and the early 
land grants given by the King of Spain.

In 1929, the Merners, 
interested in the Stanford Convalescent 
Home for children, invited the Palo Alto 
Jr. Auxiliary to maintain a lunchroom 
at the guild with proceeds to go to “con 
home.” The Senior Auxiliary later leased 
the guild; still later Allied Arts Associ- 
ates bought the entire property and in 
1951, trusteeship and management was 
turned over to the Woodside-Atherton 
Jr. Auxiliary. 

Through all the changes and adjust- 
ments, the Palo Alto Auxiliary has con- 
tinued the impressive job of serving 
luncheon and tea to the public six days 
a week. Additionally, the auxiliary puts 
on fashion shows at luncheon and tea 
time each Monday. Recipe packets are 
sold from among the delightful recipes 
which make up guild menus. Although 
the auxiliary hires some professional 
help for buying and cooking, the bulk 
of planning, food preparation, serving 
and clearing tables is done by members 
themselves. 

And so, the guild has become a sym- 
bol. That symbol represents the hard- 
working minds and hands which have
